Public Assistance Secreatry Arthur

"appointments be made as quickly 
as possible, consistent with the pub- 
lic welfare."

"A committee of the legislative 


branch of the government is en- 
titled to have its views and wishes 
receive the greatest consideration, 
since its members '.are ttie elected 
represnetatives of the people," Bard 
stated. "However, as the head of a 
department of the Executive branch 
of the government, you are bound 
by the laws enacted by the legisla- 
ture &nd approved by the governor. 
The. . , sections of the act

now in, effect cannot be set aside by 
a motion or resolution of a legisla- 
tive committee until such law has 
been repealed in the regular way, 


"As Attorney 
General. I am, 


therefore, bound to advise you that 
neither you nor the employment 
board of the department of public 
assistance can Ignore the plain man- 
date of the law. To give effect to 
the resolution passed by this leg- 
islative committee would be to give 
it the same force as though it were 
an amendatory statute, and Article 
111. Section 1, of the constitution 
of the commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania prohibits the enactment of 
any legislation except by bill." 


Board Regulates 


The acts provides that after June 


X, 1938 no provisional appointment 


I shall be valid for more than 90 days, 
and that the employment board in 
Cie department shall make rules and 
regulations, to carry the section into 
effect. 


Led by Rep. William A. Shaw, D,. 


Allegheny, chairman ol the house 
welfare committee, the legislative 
group questioned whether civil serv- 
ice examinations were fair to candi- 
dates not. drawn from the "social 
service" school of applicants. It was 
the 1937 battle over "practical ex- 
perience versus theoretical training," 
in which Shaw figured in the last 
legislature.

Predicts Failure 


Terming the president's purge of 


congressmen who have opposed the 
New Deal as an "escalator to dicta- 
torship," O'Connor predicted the 
purge would fail. O'Connor who was 
personally placed on the purge list 
by the president for his opposition 
to the administration sponsored re- 
organization bill in the last session 
of congress, launched his campaign 
in a nationwide broadcast last night 
over the Columbia Broadcasting 
company network. 


"What the American people are 


seriously concerned about at this 
very moment is this demand of the 
president for only yes men in our 
parliament," O'Connor said. "They 
are asking each other: 'Well, what 
is the difference between that and 
having no legislative branch at all? 
Does it not lead inevitably to the 
same end—one man government?' 


"If we. are to revert to one man 


government, the people should be 
made conscious of the issue at once. 
If that is the form of government 
they desire, that is the form of gov- 
ernment they will get. But if they 
submit to the change, they should 
do it with their eyes open."

September 30 Ls the deadline for 


applications to be filed with the 
federal government for what funds 
r«maln In the bulky PWA "purse." 


Mostly directly affected was the 


proposed $75,000.000 school construc- 
tion program, legislation for which 
was halted on final passage by the 
recess of the-special session of the 
legislature this week. The bills, would 
permit the state authority to assist 


districts where financial conditions 
would not permit additional borrow- 
ing. 


With the bills held up until Sep- 


tember 6. the authority also has re- 
ceived no plans from school dis- 
tricts in anticipation of the bills be- 
coming law. 


Another apparent obstacle in the 


furtherance of the construction pro- 
gram was that the authority has 
not yet designated 
architects 
to 


prepare plans for additional con- 
struction. And further complicating 
matters was the PWA ruling that 
projects approved must be started. 
by January 1. Officials Indicated 
that some projects might require 
months for preparations of plans- 
and specifications before the Jobs 
could be submitted to contractors 
for bidding.

LATE BLIGHT DANGER CALLS 


FOR VIGINANCE 


Extremely hot, dry weather may 


delay injury to potatoes from late 
blight, but the fungus is still alive 
and continues to develop -whenever 
showers or moist conditions occur. 


For this reason, since late blight 


in epidemic form has'already caused 
serious losses in some sections and 
is present .in 
some - fields, there 


should be no let-up in the spray- 
ing schedule. Where the disease is 
severe, tuber rots are developing. ' 


If blight has appeared in a.field, 


spraying with an 8-8-100 bordeaux 
mixture using both top and side 
nozzles with <a pressure of between 
300 and 400 pounds is the only meth- 
od for bringing it under control, It 
^s best to spray every three or four j 
days until the disease is checked. 


INCLUDE FRUIT JUICES IN 


CANNING BUDGET 


With every kitchen fairly buzzing 


with activities such as pickling and 
jelly making it is well for the home- 
maker to remember to preserve sur- 
plus fruit juices. 


Preserved fruit juices, says MUs 


Julia Markle, home economic ex- 
tension representative of Lawrence 
:ounty, have many uses, iheir chief 
one being the basis for summer and 
winter beverages. Unexpected com- 
pany causes the, homemaker no con- 
cern when she has a. well-stocked 
shelf of fruit juices from which to 


j concoct last minute drinks. Bottled 
! or canned juices also may be pre- 
served now and later used for mak- 
ing .jelly. 


If you have never tried fruit juices 


on puddings, and cake you don't 
know what delicious desserts" your 
family has been missing. 
Cottage 


pudding in mid-winter with blue- 
berry-or strawberry sauce will be 
received with delight. Fruit juices 
also have a' definite place in frozen 
desserts as sherbets and ice creams. 


Practically any fruit juice such 


as strawberry, currant, red or black 
raspberry, 
blackberry, 
loganberry, 


late cherries, as well as grape and 
apple may be bottled or canned. 


Miss Markle, gives the following 


simple directions for preserving fruit 
juices:. 


1. Mash small amount of fruit in 


kettle and heat. 


2. Stir to prevent scorching. 
3. Add one-fourth cup of water to 


each pound of fruit if fruits are very 
dry. 


4. Always keep fruit below boiling 


temperature to preserve flavor. 


5. When thoroughly heated, re- 


move from stove and strain throujii 
heavy jelly bag. 


6. Sugar helps to retain color but 


is not necessary for preservation. 


7. Reheat strained juice and add 


sugar, if desired, at this time for best 
results;' Stir 'sugar until it is dis- 
solved, 


8. Never have Juice boil; always 


keep at simmering temperature. 


• 9. Pour hot juice into hot, steri- 
lized bottles or cans. 


10. Completely seal glass jars as 


for fruits. 
If .bottles are used, dip 


bottle caps Into boiling water, ad- 
just on bottle and cap with bottle 
capper. When corks are used dip 
into boiling water and then fit tight- 
ly in neck of each bottle. 


11. Process. 20 minutes for pir.ts 


and'30 minutes for quarts ; in hot 
water bath at a simmering temper- 
ature. 
Water should 
come 
two 


inches above the top of cans or bot- 
tles. 


12. At end of, processing time, re- 


move bottles or jars and store in 
cool, dark, dry place for best re-j 
suits. If corked battles are used, dip 
corks and tips of bottles in a. semi- 
liquid paraffin or sealing wax before 
staring. 


Remember,' best results are ob- 


tained in preserving fruit juices if 
the juice is bottled or canned hot 
and filled within one-eighth inch of 
top of jar or bottle. Hot fruit Juice^ 
eliminates air which deteriorates the 
juice and' causes change in color 
and separation of particles.

Governor Eaxle told the convention 
delegates, "there are a few who are 
cither secretly or openly professing 
allegiance to all-en philosopries- oE 
government... 


"These destructive forces are act- 


uated by a virtually fanatical adher- 
ance to fascist or communist theor- 
ies. .. 


"The negation of our governmen- 


tal structure and our social code are 
fascism and communish. .Both sup- 
press free speech and freedom of 


religious worship...In these forms 
of dictatorship, espionage is sub- 
stituted for liberty, and individual 
independence has been destroyed." 


Only America and other democ- 


racies can prevent the destruction 
by these forces of Democratic Ideals, 
added Governor Eaxle, and then 
only through ceaseless vigilance. .

If the lure is too light to bring out 


proper action of the rod. fasten a bit 
of lead with adhesive tape near the

tip. This gives the effect of a heav- 
ier lure, 


Double or single hooks, connected 


with points up, are better than the 
triple-gangs on most commercial 
baits. If you think the hooks are 
not deeply set by the original strike, 
jerk the rod to set them tight.
